Alleged Slayer of Fourteen-

WASHINGTON, April 19—The

Frank, convicted of the m urder of 
M ary Phagan, aged 14, at A tlanta. 
U nless executive clem ency is ex­ 
tended i rank m ust now hang. 
Tile fight through the Georgia 
courts to the United States Su­ 
prem e Court in the effort to save 
F ran k ’s life has held the atten ­ 
tion of the entire country. 
An appeal was based 
on 
the 
ground that the rendering of the 
verdict iii which Frank was found 
guilty was illegal, inasmuch as 
Frank was not in court when the 
verdict was read. 
It is claimed the trial was unfair 
because of the disorder prevailing 
and the marked adverse sentim ent 
since Frank's arrest. 
The court’s decision today was 
on the w.rit of habeas corpus on 
which a new trial was sought. 
Mary Phagan was found m ur­ 
dered April 27, 1913, in F rank’s 
pencil factory, w here she was em­ 
ployed. 
Jam es Conley, a negro, 
was arrested for the m urder, hut 
later released. 
Frank was con­ 
victed on Conley’s testim ony.
